FTER the formal eighteenth century 
there occurred one of those periods 
in which the precursors of Romantic 
Revival had to struggle like giants, not 
ay with a limiting external form, but 
with a heritage of BE symbols which nc 
longer expressed the most urgent things 
in man’s soul with the exactness of 
terse eras. Miltonic Puritanism and 
ristianity itself, to sensitive, hardly 
satisfied spirits, took on something of the 
character of white elephants. They were 
a huge part of the literary heritage, 
masses of accepted symbol, which often 
now did not fit the fresh inspiration. The 
problem of a poet like Blake was to make 
use of this vast part, a main part, of 
tradition, without hurting original in- 
spiration. The struggle resul at one 
st in the half chaos of the Prophetic 
Books, where imagination at stud with a 
Hebraic-Saxon dam produced many a 
forceful thought and stablefuls of night- 
mares; but it can also be traced through 
a great deal of his other work. ! 
Blake took the mystic way; but this 
mystic way of Blake is in reality nothing 
different from the ordinary way of great 
poetry—only more spasmodic and less 
sublimely self-conscious. Blake erred in 
so far as he stressed the mystic in him- 
self and his work rather than the t. 
Miss Wilson, however, is one of those 
who make the poet's error the basis of a 
system of error. She sees Blake as a 
mystic, and finds four stages in his de- 
velopment.

It was impossible to 
work the lands or to let them. The ap- 
pellant was unable to make a profit out of 
the lands, and rever even visited them 

Mr. Justice Hanna, in his judgment, dealt 
with the facts and with the law on the points 
raised in the appeal, and said 
decisions indicated that the High Court had 
declined to accept, as having no validity, the 
= of constructive occupation derived 
rom a mere legal ownership, where the 
owner, as in this case, neither immediately 
nor actually used the lands himself, let them, 
or tried to let them, or had exercised any 
control or supervision over them. In his 
lordship’s opinion, the appellant was not the 
actual occupier of these lands within the 
meaning of the statute, and, as it was ad.

Reference had been made to the Statute 
of Westminster, ahd many brains had been 
fuddied about the matter for the last three 
or four months in this country. The real 
effect of the Statute of Westminster was to 
repeal the Colonial Laws Validity Act, which 
never applied to the Free State. 

They could certainly, he said, change the 
Constatation, but at what enormous cost. No 
country could break its treaty and at the 
same time attempt to hang on to what they 
considered the advantages of that treaty. An 
attempt had been made to draw a parallel 
between the case of the Privy Council and 
the Oath, but there was a grave difference 
between those matters. The Oath was 
explicitly in the Treaty, whereas the Privy 
Council was not, 


THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 

When dealing with the Privy Council the 
late Government took the point that their 
status had so advanced that they could get 
rid of it. But mark how they did it. The 
question was raised in 1926, and a 
certain declaration achieved. It was 
raised again. in 1930, and the Presi- 
dent was now in a position to inform 
himself as to what took place at certain con- 
ferences. No one could liit the veil of secrecy 
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which surrounds these conferences, but the 
President could ascertain from the documents 
whether he had the same support for the 
removal of the Oath as had been got for the 
removal of the Privy Council. If he had, the 
President would have gained a victory. The 
Privy Council was not yet formally out of che 
Constitution, but was as good as gone. Very 
little more was necessary, indeed, to get the 
Privy Council excised, not only with the 
consent of the other parties of the Commun- 
wealth, but even with the good will of Great 
Britain herself. 

Status could develop, but it had not yet 
developed to the stage at which they “cuid 
remove the Oath. That stage could be 
brought nearer if the President negotiatod 
the point. The point could be made that 
Great Britain is not capable herself at this 
moment of getting rid of the Oath of Allteg:

OBLIGATORY OR NOT? 

_ Having quoted a speech of Mr. McGilligan, 
in ‘which he said that the only way to remove 
the appeal to the Privy Council was by Act 
of Parliament, the Attorney-General said 
that on the question of whether the Oath 
was obligatory or not, there were two views, 
and it would bo silly for any lawyer to say 
that this or that interpretation of a certain 
thing was the correct one. Eminent lawyers 
held that because of the status given to the 
Free State and the position in Canada, and 
the structure of various articles, that the 
Oath was not obligatory. That was the view 
that might quite easily prevail with a good 
many Courts, Mr. McGilligan had said that 
we were legally and constitutionally entitled 
to advance, and as far as we wish. That 
was the position of the Government in this 
country. He took up the position that. the 
hill was quite proper and constitutional, that 
England must admit it, and Mr. Thomas. in 
none of his dispatches denied it. 

Mr. McDermot, without. considering the 
legal position ~ had charged the Government 
with being gutter-snipes. Any decent Irish- 
man would have held his tongue in a dispute 
between the Government and Englend. It 
was @ very serious thing for the country for 
any responsible man to come forward and 
take up the position that Mr. Thomas wanted. 
Mr, Thomas, like Mr. McGilligan, was firing 
his arrows at the Labour Party. 


A WATER-TIGHT BILL. 

Mr. Maguire said that an alteration 
was necessary in order to bring the Constitu- 
tion Act in conformity with the present con 
stitutional position. The case of the Opposi- 
tion seemed to be that, though they had the 
legal right to bring about the change. they 
had not the moral right to do it. He in. 
quired under what code of morals was it 
wrong for a people to exercise their legal 
rights. 

He quoted from the speech made in the 
House of Lords by Lord Danesfort, in which 
he said that the Free State had the legal 
power to pass any legislation they wished, 
and that England could not protest. He 
denied that the Government was making an 
attack on the Treaty. Every line in the bill 
could stand examination by any constitutional! 
lawyer, and it would be found that nothing 
was being done that they were not legally 
and constitutionally entitled te do. The bill 
was water-tight and would stand the criticism 
of any legal person on éither side of the 
water, and it was to be observed that no 
suggestion came from the British side that 
they were not entitled to pase the bill 
legally. 

The Labour leaders realised that until] the 
political issues in this country were settled 
there was no hope for Labour. This bill did 
no more than the Government claimed that 
that it did. Section 2 was inserted that 
there might not be hereafter any legal mis- 
interpretation of the Treaty position. 

Continuing, he said that this was the only 
member of the British Commonwealth of 
.Nations that had such a shackle upon its 
Constitution: There was no such shackle 
upon Canada. The bill was following the 
lines in accordance with constitatina! 
developments, and in accordance with the 
legal position in this country. The cnly 
question was as to whether they 
mandate, or whether it should be followed.

Business was practically at a standstill in 
the London Stock markets yesterday, the

The tone 
eof the markets was agan dull, and even 
British Funds, which have recently fais gre 
practically the only bright spot, tailed to 
maintain “their strength, and quotatons went 
back in a number of directions.

British Rails were again a weak 
market, for although in a few directions the 
downward movement was arrested and several 
stocks closed at slightly higher levels, others 
were put back further, new low records being 
establishe:. It is interesting to note that as 
compared with the best levels of last year 
every Ordinary stock of the “big four” has 
lost more than 50 p.c. of its value, while 
there is an average dectine of 50 p.c. as com- 
pared with the highest values of the present 
year. The Gilt-edged market failed to main- 
tain the buoyancy noticeable latelv, and prices 
were lowered on a gmail amount of profit 
taking. Foreign Government stocks remained 
fiat. Austrian Sixes were an especially 
weak market, a further sharp loss being shown 
at 61, or 44 points lower, and no less than 
10 points below Monday's closing level.

Frank Carter, who won the Oaks last 
year with Brulette, did not even come over 
to see her run, but M. de St. Alary was 
here, as he always is in the ordinary course 
of events.
